Tax notices delay 
costing St. Albert 
about $208 a day 


It is costing the Town of St, Albert about $208 a day for each day that it doesn’t get 


its tax notices out, 


And it is conceivable that they may not be mailed out until the end of June or sometime 


in July, 


Secretary-Treasurer D, B, O'Connell told council Monday night that the town was 
paying $1,600 a month interest on money it had been forced to borrow because it had no 


tax money coming in, 


He said the town was losing about another $5,000 a month it would draw in interest if 


Financial year change 
sought by town council 


Mayor Ray Gibbon and St, 
Albert town council want the 
Alberta legislature to either 
sit in the fall or to change 
the financial year for muni- 
cipalities and school boards, 

‘When the legislature sits 
in the spring, everything is 
held up,’’ the mayor said 
Tuesday night. ‘‘Municipal- 
ities and school boards 
usually don’t end up getting 
their grants until the end 
of June,”’ 

The mayor said that in 
1968, the town was forced 
to borrow money in the first 
week in January, He said 
this year the town held off 


longer but actually there 
Should be no reason for it 
to borrow at all, 

A resolution to change 
the financial year to July 1- 
June 30 had been submitted 
to the AUMA but had been 
rejected, 

Council, however, at a 
meeting earlier this month 
passed a motion to resub- 
mit the motion tothe AUMA 
with a supporting brief, 

Council feels the move 
would enable it to allow for 
the changes in grant struct- 
ure and legislation that have 
been approved by the pro- 
vincial government,

The mayor said from the 
time council approved the 
capital estimates, it would 
take staff probably a week 
to type them up for presen- 
tation to the LAB, 

He said the LAB would 
probably have them about 
three weeks and when they 
were returned to the town, 
it would take another week 
to get the tax notices mailed 
out, 

The tax money would 
mostly be in within 31 days 
of that time as after that 
the eight per cent penalty 
comes into effect. 

However, there is no 
guarantee this time pattern 
will be followed to the letter, 
Other snags could develop, 

Council gave first reading 
to its operating budget Mon- 
day night and it 1s now ready 
for submission to the LAB, 

It is expected the capital 
estimates will be approved 
tonight,
